Two Plead Guilty, Sentenced

Dunreith, when they 
were suspected of trying to 
burglarize Sportsmen’s Bar on 
West 2nd Street. 
Raymond 
P. 
Armstrong, 
Indianapolis, entered a plea of 
guilty to three1 counts of theft 
and was sentenced to a term of 
one year, to serve concurrently, 
on each count. The sentence was 
suspended if restitution was 
made, and Armstrong made 
restitution to Ron Burkey in the 
circuit court room. 
Armstrong must also pay the 


costs of the court action, the 
court said. 
Armstrong was charged with 
writing three checks to the 
Cowboy Shop, Rushville, in late 
August and early .September, 
amounting to almost $800.

Study On Smoking Revealed 
In Research Publication 


BLOOMINGTON, Ind. (UPI) 
—What are your reasons for 
not quitting smoking? You know 
it’s a dangerous habit. 
Smokers 
go 
to 
extreme 
lengths in illogical reasoning, 
including lying and telling false­ 
hoods to themselves, rather than 
lay down a pack of cigarettes 
forever, two Indiana University 
School of Business professors 
say. 
Associate professors Richard 
W. Olshavsky and John O'. 
Sum m ers have com pleted a 
study among 108 students more 
than, three-quarters of them 
male, enrolled in the 1U School 
of Business at graduate and 
undergraduate levels. All the 
volunteers were smokers. 
The study was undertaken to 
determine under what condi­ 
tions consumers will give up 
harmful products, Olshavsky, a 
member of the marketing de­ 
partment, said. There has been 
work done on, product deci­ 
sion making by consumers, aim­ 
ed primarily at new brands, but 
little on rejection, of a formerly 
used product,, he said. 
'The study is being, published 
this month in the new Journal 
of Consumer Research, a quart­ 
erly publication. 
Among other things found in 
the study were: 
—Those who plan to continue 
smoking at their present levels 
believe the dangers are not 
personally relevant. 
—The more cigarettes smok­ 
ed, the more the smoker denies 
responsibility for control over 
his habit. 
—Heavy smokers more often 
agree that anti-smoking ads are 
simple-minded. 
—Heavy smokers claim to de­ 
rive more pleasures from smok­ 
ing than light smokers. 
The two men said the stating 
of the intention to quit smok­ 
ing appears to he an effective 
rationalization in and of itself. 
Factual distortions by smok­ 
ers. are evident throughout the 
study, said Olshavsky. 
For instance, there is a. ten­ 
dency to exaggerate 'the dang­ 
ers of being overweight, pre­ 
sumed by many to develop when 
smokers quit, and a misconcep­ 
tion that nicotine is addictive, 
he said. 
Other misconceptions include 
ones that hamrful effects can be 
detected by the smoker in time, 
that the harmful effects can be 
offset by exercise, and that ci­ 


garettes are only harmful if 
smoked all, the way to the filter. 
There was also a number of 
“distortions of the reasoning 
process itself,” the two men 
said. 
For example, they were giv­ 
en the following statements as 
reasons why the smoker didn’t 
quit: 
—“I don’t really want to quit 
smoking because if I did, I would 
be able to quit.” The person is 
arguing in a circle. 
“ I personally know of at 
least one very old person, who 
has smoked, most of his life yet 
who continues to be in fine 
health.” The smoker is making 
a hazy generalization. 
—“There is no reason to be­ 
lieve that the surgeon general 
was completely unbiased in his 


reports on cigarette smoking.” 
—“There is no reason to be­ 
lieve that those smokers who 
got cancer would have gotten 
if they had not smoked." 
Olshavsky and Summers said 
there is another type of reason­ 
ing error which they call the 
“irrelevant argument”—”! be­ 
lieve a person should be free 
to do whatever he wants with 
his life and body.” 
With respect to future inten­ 
tions, 21.3 per cent said they 
planned to continue smoking at 
their present levels, 18.5 per 
cent planned to cutdown and 
60.2 per cent said they planned 
to quit—sometime. 
The two men also found that 
59.3 per cent claimed they would 
not smoke cigarettes, if 
had “it all to do over again.

Tower of Babel begins with the 
simplicity

tale: 
“Once upon a time, all the 
world spoke a single language 
and used the same words.” 
That simplicity, used prim ari­

literary 
device, 
contrasts 
sharply 
with 
the 
unfolding story of the building 
of the tower and the shattering 
of the people's simplicity into 
the complexity of their scatter­ 
ing and the diversity of their 
tongues. 
Babel, and the consequent 
scattering of the people, has 
been used many times over the 
years as a foil for describing 
the New Testament event of 
Pentecost, celebrated by Chris­ 
tian churches on June 2 this 
year. 
"Birthday of Church” 
Pentecost, described in the 
second chapter of Acts, has 
often been called the “ birthday 
of the church” and marks the 
gift of the Holy Spirit, coming 
“ from heaven like the rush of a 
mighty wind” to Jesus’ follow­ 
ers 
g ath ered 
together 
in 
Jerusalem. 
Historically, Christians have 
marked 
Pentecost 
as 
the 
beginning of the church, and— 
in the speech that the Apostle 
Peter gave after the experience 
of the speaking in tongues—as 
the beginning of the missionary 
endeavor of the church. 
Ronald E. Sleeth and John R. 
Donahue, writing on Pentecost 
in F o rtre ss P r e s s ’ series of 
“ Proclamation: Aids for Inter­ 
preting 
the 
Lessons 
of 
the 
Church Year,” note the day is 
one that signifies the unity of 
the church. 
“ It is significant that the 
unity that cam e in Christ found 
them of one accord and in one 
place,” they say.

In some instances, speaking 
in tongues has divided congre­

Pentecost 
experience, and, as Sleeth and 
Donahue point out, “one should 
not minimize this manifestation 
of the Spirit.”

That is, the speaking in tongues 
is not a self-induced experience 
nor a reason for pride.” 
In the New Testament de­

As originally proposed, the 
passive restraint systems were 
supposed to become standard 
Jan 1, 1973. After many delays, 
including

government has set September 
1976, as the new effective date.

beneath the dashboard on the 
passenger’s side of the car and 
in the steering wheel to protect 
the 
driver. 
When 
sensors 
determine a frontal impact is 
severe enough, the bags inflate 
at a speed faster than the blink 
of an eye.

SOMETHING 
TO 
THINK ABOUT 


CITY-COUNTY BUILDING 


It seem s the dead horse m ay have a slight breath of life. 


For the past two years, the Rushville Republican has 
been plugging for construction of a new city-county 
building. We have pointed out the m oney-saving 
advantages, and the workability of such a venture on 
several occasions. 


We have not. had much encouragem ent from city or 
county officials that, there is any interest in the city'-county 
building. The Rushville city council have expressed a, 
desire to 'talk about 'the idea with county 'Officials, who 
have been non-commital, leaving the door open to 
speculation that if enough people in the city and county 
favor the idea, it could become a reality. 


The city is about to begin construction of a new city 
building on the “ Del Farm” lot on North Perkins Street. 
This is a fact, and plans are being studied. 


The county has a “sinking fund” for construction of a. 
sorely needed, new Jail and sheriff’s quarters. "The ancient 
structure now being used is over 100 years of age. It has 
been built onto and remodeled about all it can stand, and 
is on the verge of being declared a disaster. It doesn't take 
much to “saw out” of the place, and facilities for both 
prisoners and personnel are antique. Present plans call 
for a new jail. 


Inasm uch as city and county lawn enforcem ent people 
coordinate 'their work anyway, it m akes sense to us that 
combined facilities would m ake this operation much 
smoother. This is be::ig done in city-county buildings 
across the state and nation in fine fashion. It is being done 
without loss of identity or prestige to the individuals and 
departments. 


As we nave said before, a common building could house 
city council, city clerk-treasurer, city police, county 
sheriff, city judge, justice of the peace, the jail, and 
planning of the 'building' could, 'be foresighted, enough to 
include a, sm all auditorium and meeti'ig room s for almost 
any city or county group. 


One building can be built for less than the cost of two, 
amounting to savings of tax dollars. City residents ought 
to support this project, because they will share the tax bite 
which will come with the erection of a county jail; (they 
are now, as they share the sinking fund.) County people 
ought to support this combination unit simply for the 
tax saving and. the smoother law enforcem ent program. 


The city council and county officiate had a joint m eeting 
Monday to discuss the cooperative venture. No decision 
was forthcoming in this exploratory meeting. However, 
the fact that the governing bodies met is an encouraging 
factor. 


Give your encouragement to the city council and county 
council and other authorities as they ponder this question. 
They need to know what your wishes are.

working youth who have not

During the late 1960s, when 
most of the m edia’s attention

focused on

cam puses and student protests 
of an increasingly unpopular 
war, a small band of sociolo­ 
gists 
were 
looking 
at

American worker and discov­ 
ered what they called the “blue 
collar blues.,” 
“ G reater Labor Unrest” 
A fter 
a. 
b rief 
sp ate 
of 
atten tio n 
— 
congressional 
hearings, media coverage—the 
crisis of “worker alienation” 
was generally pronounced over 
and the commentators turned 
their attention elsewhere. 
Yankeiovich says it isn't so. 
According 
to 
his 
survey, 
funded by five large founda­ 
tions, noncollege youth “are 
just about where the college 
population was in 1969. ...” 
That means, he said, that the 
country can expect “greater 
labor unrest and reduced work 
motivation among young work­ 
ers unless new incentives to 
m atch the new youth values are 
discovered.” 
Nearly 
three 
years 
ago, 
researchers Harold L. Sheppard 
and Neal Q. Herrick concluded 
in their study “Where Have All 
the Robots Gone?” that the 22 
million young workers under 
the age of 30 were 
“more 
dissatisfied, more oriented to­ 
ward change, and have higher 
expectations of work than their 
older counterparts.”

The Yankeiovich survey con­ 
firm s Sheppard and H errick’s 
conclusions. 
The latter survey showed that 
among noncollege youth, the 
belief that “hard work always 
pays off” fell from 79 per cent 
in 1969 to 56 per cent at the 
present time. 
“The explanation is not that 
young people are less willing to 
work 
hard, 
but 
that 
their 
incentives and what they want 
as a payoff have begun to 
change,” the survey said. 
“Self Fulfillment4' 
“ Like their college counter­ 
parts, the desires of working 
class youth go beyond good pay 
and 
economic 
security,” 
it 
added. Those desires, according 
to 
the 
Yankeiovich 
survey, 
include “ interesting work” and 
“self expression” 
and 
“self 
fulfillm ent.” 
“A m ajority of the noncollege 
youth take their ability to earn 
a good living for granted,” the 
survey 
said, 
“but 
only 
a 
minority state that their pre­ 
sent job gives them a chance to 
use their minds (38 per cent ) or 
to develop th e ir skills and 
abilities (33 per c e n t).”1 
The significance of the dis­ 
content was touched on in only 
the briefest and most general­ 
ized terms in the Yankeiovich 
survey: 
“If the new outlook on work 
is not recognized and responded 
to, the research suggests that 
young workers will ‘turn o ff in 
the future in 
unprecedented 
num bers.” 
The specific manifestation of 
that ‘turn off’—wildcat striking 
a turn toward demagoguery, oi 
perhaps a decline in the quality 
of work—is as yet unspecific 
and unarticulated.

But, according to Storen,

One fact that superficially 
supports the rumors is that 
Carolina Cougars owner Tedd 
Munchak will not operate a 
team in North Carolina next 
season. He has sold All-Star 
guard Ted McClain to Kentuck 
y, waived high-priced Jim 
Chañes out of the league and 
told his coach and general 
manager to “seek employment 
elsewhere.”

High Court Sidesteps 
Abortion ‘Consent’ Ruling 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court today declined 
on technical grounds to decide 
whether parental or husband, 
consent 
provisions 
in 
state 
abortion 
laws 
are 
constitu­ 
tional. 
The justices agreed that a 
district court ruling, holding 
that Florida’s consent law is 
unconstitutional, should first be 
appealed to the 5th U.S. Court 
of Appeals. At least 17 other 
states have similar 
consent 
provisions 
in 
their 
abortion 
laws. 
The decision means the issue 
could be appealed to the high 
court again next term. 
Three-judge appeals panels in 
two separate cases refused to 
officially enjoin Florida from 
enforcing 
the 
law, 
which 


requires a married woman to 
obtain her husban4*§ permis­ 
sion for an abort ton and a 
minor 
woman 
to 
receive 
parental permission. Instead, 
they said they were confident 
the state would obey the ruling 
pending appeal. 
“The declaratory judgment is 
appealable 
to 
the court 
of 
appeals, and we are informed 
that such an appeal to that 
court has already been taken,” 
the court said.4 
Last year, the Supreme Court 
drastically curbed the state's 
power 
to 
regulate 
abortion 
except in the last trimester of 
pregnancy. But in a footnote to 
that decision, Justice Harry A. 
Blackmun specifically said the 
constitutionality of consent 
provisions was not addressed. 


Tax Change Sought 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House Democratic Caucus at­ 
tempts 
to 
take 
on 
one

Congress’ most powerful men. 
Ways and Means Committee 
Chairman Wilbur Mills, this 
week in a power struggle over 
legislation 
to 
end 
the 
oil 
depletion allowance. 
The Arkansas Democrat is 
embroiled with caucus reform ­ 
ers who are trying to sidestep 
Mills’ influence through use of 
a rule which would allow them, 
to tell the Rules Committee 
what bills and amendments to 
permit on the House floor. 
The caucus voted overwhelm­ 
ingly last week to order both 
Mills and 
Rules 
Committee 
Democrats to okay a House 
vote 
on 
an 
am endm ent 
proposed by Rep 
William J. 
Green. D-Pa... Green’s measure 
would force an immediate end 
to the depletion allowance. 
However, Mills said he would 
ignore the caucus vote and try j 
to keep the House from voting 
on any measure other than the 
Ways and Means bill, which 
would phase out the controver- 
siel tax advantage gradually 
over three years. 
The oil depletion allowance is 
not the major issue at stake 


however. 
No m atter what the Rules 
Committee does when it meets 
Thursday Congress will proba­ 
bly vote to end the 22 per cent 
tax break eventually. 
The real issue is whether tax 
law will continue to be written 
by Mills’ 25-member Ways and 
Means Committee, with 
the 
House having the right only to 
vote for or against committee 
recommendations 
and 
not 
change them . 
If Mills loses the challenge 
some 410 members of the House 
will have a way to put their 
stamp 
on 
tax 
legislation. 
Reformers, obstructionists, spe­ 
cial interests, all would have a 
w ay to get around Mills and his 
committee. And under party 
rules anyone who could get 50 
Democrats to sign a petition 
could have his own meeting of 
the caucus.

On The Farm Front

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
world may scrape through its 
1974 fertilizer shortage without 
a major food crisis, but a sharp 
expansion in. fertilizer produc­ 
tion will be needed to head off 
serious trouble by the end of 
the decade, a government re­ 
port warns. 


The analysis, prepared by Ag­ 
riculture 
Department 
econo­ 
mists for the Senate Agricul­ 
ture Commit tee, said U.S. farm ­ 
ers may harvest record, crops 
this year despite shortages of 
nitrogen and phosphate fertiliz­ 
ers. It added that even in the 
countries most vulnerable to 
shortages and high prices for 
imported fertilizer — India, 
Bangladesh andPakistan—crops 
could reach record levels if the 
weather is good. 


The report added, however, 
that the amount of fertilizer 
needed to keep food output ris­ 
ing with world population fig­ 
ures is growing rapidly. By 
1980, experts estimated, world 
demand for nitrogen fertilizer is 
expected to reach about 61 mil­ 
lion tons, nearly 50 per cent 
more than the amount used in 
1973. If this happens, world fer­ 
tilizer production capacity will 
have to be expanded by about 
10 million tons beyond the level 
currently in sight for 1978, ana­ 
lysts said.

The report made no specific 
forecast about probable growth 
of fertilizer plant capacity be­ 
yond 1978 when world supply is 
expected to reach. 56.6 million 
tons of nitrogen, still, a “tight 
balance" with needs that could 
leave developing nations strug­ 
gling with local shortages and 
high prices. But experts ap­ 
peared hopeful that the pull of 
growing demand will produce 
the multibillion - dollar invest­ 
ments needed to increase nitro­ 
gen supplies. 
For this year, the report said, 
world nitrogen fertilizer sup­ 
plies appear to be 1 million 
tons bigger than demand. But 
despite that theoretical surplus, 
experts said marketing difficul­ 
ties and high prices will leave 
developing countries like India 
facing severe shortages. 


Purdue Ponders Diseases In 
’74 Hoosier Wheat Crop 


WEST 
LAFAYETTE, 
Ind. 
(U PI) — Four different diseases 
have been found this year in In­ 
diana wheat fields, and the po­ 
tential loss varies from, negli­ 
gible to severe, a Purdue Uni­ 
versity expert said Wednesday. 
“The amount of damage var­ 
ies within fields and from field 
to field, with the potential yield 
losses varying from negligible 
to severe,” said Donald H. Scott, 
extension 
plant 
pathologist 
at Purdue. 
“On a statewide basis, the 
most damaging disease appears 
to be a soil-borne disease known 
as tak e-all,” he said. “ This 
disease has been found in scatt­ 
ered fields throughout the state, 
but it is causing the most con­ 
cern on lighter soils and in the 
southern half of Indiana.” 
“A virus disease, just discov­ 
ered in Indiana, has been found 


in scattered fields throughout 
the state,” Scott said. “The 
virus has not yet been positively 
identified but It appears similar 
to a disease known as wheat 
spindle streak.” 
“Barley yellow dwarf, another 
virus disease, has been found 
in a few fields, primarily in the 
southern half of the state. Sep- 
toria leaf blotch has developed 
during the recent rainy weath­ 
er, primarily in the northern 
portion,” Scott said. 
"The most, obvious symptoms 
of rak.e-a.ll occur at late head­ 
ing when the heads of infected 
plants prematurely die and turn 
white," he said. "A blackish dis­ 
coloration of the culm is fre­ 
quently visible at the base of 
the plants at this time. Roots 
and crowns are also highly dis­ 
colored and rotted.” 
Scott, said the virus thought.

to be wheat, spindle streak first 
appeared as wheat started grow­ 
ing this spring. 
"Large areas in fields de­ 
veloped a yellowish cast that 
soon disappeared with a few 
days of good growing weather," 
he said. “Later, as flag leaves 
developed , the disease reappear­ 
ed as a light green to yellow

"Potential losses from this 
disease in Indiana are not 
known, at this tim e. Losses 
from wheat spindle streak in 
other states have been report­ 
ed from negligible to over 40 
per cent.

Preacher Makes A Million 


MACON, Ga. (U PI) - Bobby 
Dollar, 
a 
part-time 
Baptist 
preacher who doubles as a 
millionaire businessman, says 
he has no trouble keeping one 
foot in the pulpit and the other 
in the marketplace. 
Dollar, 
vice 
president 
for 
franchise 
sales 
for 
a 
fast- 
growing budget motel chain, 
also serves as part-time pastor 
of Oak wood Baptist Church in 
Gainesville. 
“Christian principles can and 
should be applied to business. I 
feel as much responsibility for 
the way I handle a contract as 
a sermon," said the 42-year-old 
former missionary. 
In 1965, Dollar set a goal of 
$1 million in net worth in 10 
years. He passed that goal last 
year, saying he “claimed by 
faith the numerous opportuni­ 
ties that arose." 
Dollar's big opportunity came 
in 1969 when Cecil Day, founder 
of the Atlanta-based Days Inn 
of America motel chain, invited 
him to join his real estate 
business. Then Day founded the 
budget motel chain, charging $8 
for a single and $10 for a 
double. and named Dollar vice 
plesideqt for franchise sales. 
^Dollar's wife, Jo, serves as 
Day’s executive assistant. 
The 4-year-old motel chain 
has grown to 162 inns with 79 
more under construction. The 
chain operates motels or has 
them under construction in 33 
states. 


Dollar says he doesn’t agree 
with those who equate spiritual­ 
ity with poverty or who think it 
is wrong to mix religion with 
business. 
“After 
all. 
the 
Christian 
principle of service to your 
fellow man is the best approach 
to business," be said. 
One way in which Dollar is 
trying to use his wealth to help 
others is through an investment 
program for Bapt ist-supported 
Mercer University. 
“I will earm ark $1,000 each 
year for Mercer and will plunge 
it as aggressively as I do my 
own investments. The endow­ 
ment trustees of a university 
can't take the risks that an 
individual can," said .Dollar, 
who began the investment plan 
in January. 


Dollar, who specializes 
in 
land investments, said he would 
add $1,000 each year to the 
program and also reinvest all 
earnings. 


Dollar says combining the 
ministry with a business career 
is nothing new, since the early 
Christians combined the two for 
years before ministers were set 
apart. 


"I go hard all week and 
speed up on weekends." Dollar 
said. “But I am not a ‘work­ 
aholic.’ We have a refreshing 
balance between family and 
church activities." 


FTC Takes Dim View Of 
TV Ads Aimed At Children

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Fed 
eral Trade Commission Chair­ 
man Louis A. Engman said 
today he will recommend that 
the FTC ban the use of prizes 
or other premiums in television 
commercials aimed at children 
Engman also said the com­ 
mission will give high priority 
to cracking down on 
other 
complaints 
about 
children's 
commercials, including the use 
of “hero figures" as pitchmen, 
the advertising of vitamins or 
patent medicine to children and 
the 
promotion 
of dangerous 
toys “or other products hazard­ 
ous to health of safety ” 
Engman disclosed these steps 
in a speech prepared for a 
meeting 
of 
the 
American 
Advertising 
Federation 
His 
remarks came just a few days 
alter a lengthy effort by the 
commission to foster a volun­ 
tary 
cleanup 
of 
children’s 
advertising broke down 


Engman said the talks were 
valuable and he would defer 
judgement 
on 
a 
voluntary 
industry code until he sees how 
it works. But he added that 
something must be done now . 
“I 
am 
now 
prepared 
to 
conclude, as a m atter of law, 
that the inclusion of premium 
offers in children's television 
advertising has no place in 
American marketing and—as 1 
read the law—is a violation of 
the Federal Trade Commission 
Act,” Engman said. 
“ I also have concluded that, 
under some circumstances at 
least, the use of hero figures' 
in children s advertising may 
constitute an unfair practice... 
The 
use 
of 
hero 
figures— 
whether sports figures, enter­ 
tainment personalities, cartoon 
characters or figures from the 
program 
itself—may 
further 
serve to reduce the child’s 
power and inclination to dis­ 
crim inate”

Wallace has given every sign in 
the last 18 months that he is 
back in the Democratic Party 
to stay.

policy-m aking 
groups. 
Police Delega te Selection. 
Democratic National Chair­
